Happening to be up here in attendance 


‘ppon the meeting of the National News- 


paper Union, I have been just in time to 
pnjoy the enthusiasm of the New York 
democracy. 

Tke convention was one of the largest 
and most enthusiastic ever held in this state 
by any party. Over ten thousand people 
from all parts of the state, and all demo- 
crats, were in Albany today. The enthu- 
siasm for Hill was unbounded. 

Mr. Hill's Answer. 

Mr. Hill was well pleased with 
showing. He said to me:° 

“Tell your friends in Georgia what you 
see and hear here. This is‘my answer to 
all tho misrepresentations that have been 
made by my enemies, who, I am thankful 
to say, are mainly republicans and men who 
want to help republicans, and I only wish to 
repeat the words of George Washington:

ALBANY, N. Y., February 22.—[Special.] 
New York’s vote will be cast in the 
Chicago convention for David B. Gill..

The story of the day’s proceedings is as 
follows: 
The Kickers Disposed Of. 

A great crowd surged about the state com- 
mittee’s headquarters where, at 10 o’clock, the 
Grace-Anderson committee was to make its 
forma) ‘‘kiek."’ 

William R. Grace showed his face promptly 
on time with a body guard of E. Ellery Ander- 
son, James Byrne and Colonel Monroe. Mr. 
Anderson, on entering the room with his col- 
leagues, was recognized by Chairman Mur- 
phy, and said: 


‘‘Gentlemen—I desire to say that we appear | 


before you as a committee ap- 
pointed by a committee of fifty demo- 
crats, appointed in pursuance of- a 
meeting at Cooper Union, held February 11th. 
Under the instructions of that meeting and 
resoiutions passed, copies of the action thon 
taken have been sent to the members of -the 
state committee and we attend here this morn- 
ing simply toask the question whether any 
answer has been made to the committee of 
fifty to the communication which has been sent 
to the state committee. Thatis all we desire 
to say.”’ 

Chairman Murphy—I certainly have not 
placed the matter before the state committee. 
I received such a communication as you refer 
to, Mr. Anderson, and you say you sent the 
communication toeach member of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Anderson—Yes sir, to each member of 
the state committee. 

Mr. Grady—It seems to me that the commit- 
tee hasno answer to make as a committee. 
I sent my individual answer by mail. 

Mr. Anderson~The committee not being in 
session, we could not send it to them for 
answer. 

Mr. Grady—I think Mr. Anderson is mis- 
taken, andthatthe state committee has re- 
ceived no communication officially from Mr.

At this point acopy of the communication 
of the committee of fifty. adopted at the 
Cooper Union meeting, was found and read by 
Secretary Delreest. 

Mr. Cockran-—-I would like to ask Mr. An- 
dersonif thatis the meeting that was held 
pursuant tothe call issued by the committee 
assembled at the office of Mr. Fairchild. 

Mr. Anderson—It was the meeting held at 
Cooper Union, in answer toacail numerously 
signed. 

ir. Cockran— Were you present at Mr. Fair- 
child’s office at the meeting which was held, 


out of which this, the Cooper Union meeting, 


grew ? 

Mr. Anderson—I don’t think there was such 
a meeting at Mr. Fairchild’s office. 

Mr. Cockran— Was there no meeting before 
this convention was called by the state coms 
mittee to protest against the calling of an early 
convention ? 

Mr. Anderson—Not that I am aware of. 

Mr. Cockran—Then, Mr. Chairman, I sup- 
pose the state committee can take action on 
the statements of Mr. Anderson. I move 
that the protest and resolution be received 
and laid on the table. 

Mr. Grady—My opinion is that the original 
purpose of the gentlemen who are now here 
as contestants,at their first meeting, was to pro- 
test against calling the convention too late and 
that the plan waschanged because the con- 
vention was called too early tosuit them. I 
think thiscan be substantiated if it is denied.

Mr. Grace Talks. 


William R. Grace—I want to say, Mr. Chair- 
man, that so far as any meeting being held 
protesting against an earlier date convention, 
I never heard of it, and never took part in it.

Judge Beebe’s reference to Mr. Hill as the 
leader under whom the democracy has known 
no disaster, dishonor or defeat, was the sen- 
tence of the address that warmed the bieod of 
the delegates, and a shout that broke iutoa 
series of rattling yells burst forth from séveral 
thousand throats.

Scarcely had the last name been uttered 
when the committee on invitation appeared at 
the rear of the hall, escorting Senator Hill, 
The band struck up a stirring air and the vast 
throng rose to their feet, cheered, waved hand- 
kerchiefs and shouted. The din died only of 


exhaustion, as Sepator-Hill, upon the arm of | 


| Colonel Fellows, walked down the aisle to the 
measure of band music. Coming finally upon 
the stage, Senator Hill shook hands with Gen- 
eral Sickles, removed his overcoat and waited 
for the applause to subside. 

When silence had come on the throng, Gen- 
eral Sickles, leaning on his crutch, waved his 
right haud toward Seriator Hill and said: 

_“I present to-you, gentlemen of the conven- 
tion, the Young Hickory of democracy, our 
noxt presidential candidate, David B. Hill.’’ 

Then came more cheers, which added to the 
din, and Senator Hili stood waiting, Lis fae¢e 
very pale aid one hand tightly gripped in 
nervous tension. At length the shouts sub- 
sided and Senator Hill spoke thus: 

Fellow Democrats—Your committee, summon- 
ing me to this presence, has apprised me of that 
unanimous vote which will make known your 
agesers of me tothe authorized representatives 
of the democracy of the United States and be re- 
corded in the annals of our national convention. 
With what terms shall l acknowledge the official 
act, my fellow democrats, which, instead of 
‘pointing to some new, untried career, might amply 
reward and crown the labors of the longest 
life? From that great cardinal whose 
‘lead, kindly light” has touched the 
hearts of all hristendom, let my 
— humbly borrow this worthier response 
than I myself could ever frame to the great 
democtacy whom you represent. My respect for 
them obliges me to submit myself to their praise 
as to the grave and emphatic judgment upon me, 
which it would be rude to question, unthankful 
nut to be proud of, and impossible ever to forget. 

The reawakening of the democracy ail over our 
land is a most auspicious sign of the times. When 
the people of France rose againzt oppression, a 
hundred years ago, it meant revo.ution,a change 
of rulers and a social earthquake. Whén the 
democracy of America rises, it means an up- 
heaval at the ballot box, a change of their 
servants, and jpolitical reforim. This is true <de- 
mocracy. ‘This is the government of, by and for 
the people. 

When you see farmers arousing and allied; when 
you see all federations of labor stirring; when 
you see in every state the great democratic party 
up and afoot, if means that the reign of pluto- 
crats is nearly over and the bright day of democ- 
racy is approaching dawn. The use of political 
parties is to promote the expression of the pceo- 

le’s mandates. The function of statesmen is to 

Trame and execute the same by just and 
equal laws. The democratic party has 
this proud record. it is.- swift in 
its responses to the peuple’s needs, It makes the 
choice of safo and wise statesmen to the statutory 
landmarks of the people’s progress, and reloases 
their energies to an ever larger liberty. f 

Democracy is progress. Literty is its vital air. 
Constitutions and ‘jaws are voluntary, self-im- 
posed safeguards of democracy. If any words of 
mine could reach every tireside in our land, this 
is what I would ask my rellow countrymen at thts 
time to consider: Al! our troubles, ali our dan- 
gers, at this very hour, after so many years of re- 
publican rule, are the direct consequence of that 
rule, and flow from uncongtitutional tegislation 
by the very men who sit Shivering in fits over 
what democracy will do with power. 

On the otiier hand, the democratic party, which 
trusts the people and wouid see ali tho broad 
country based upon the people’s will, is precisely 
that party whose creed has ever been a strict in- 
terpretation of the constitution and the confine- 
ment of the government fo a few specific granted 

owers. I commend those contrasted facts to my 

ellow countrymen for neighborly debate and 
fireside meditation till the snows melt.

Cleveiand’s Address. 

After lunch at President Angel!’s residence, 
the party proceeded to University hall, where 
at 3 o’clock Mr. Cleveland delivered an ad- 
dress upon the subject of “Sentiment in Our 
National life.’’ 

Ex-President Cleveland summed up his 
speech as follows: 

I beg you, therefore, to take with you when you 
go forth to assume the obiigations of American 
citizenship, as one of the best — of your alma 
mater, a strong and abiding faith in the value and 
potenty of a good conscience and pure heart. 
Never yield one iota to those who teach that these 
are weak and childish things, not needed in the 
struggie of hood with the stern realities of 
life. Interest yourself in public affairs as a duty 
of citizenship; but do not surrender your faith to 
those who diseredit and debase politics by scoffin 
at sentiment and principle, and whose political 
activity consists in attempts to gain 
popular support by cunning devices and shrewd 
manipolation. You will flud plenty of these who 
will smile at your profession of faith and tell you 
that truth and virtue and hosesty and goodness 
were wel! enough in the old days when Washing- 
ton lived, but are not suited to the present size 
and development of our country and the progress 
we have made in the art of political management. 
Be steadfast. The strong and sturdy oak still 
needs the support of its native earth, and as it 
grows in size and spreading branches, its roots 
must strike dc@per in the soil which warmed and 
fed its first tender’sprout. You will be told that 
the people have no longer any desire for the 
things you profess. Be not deceived. The people 
are not dead but sleeping. They will awaken in 
good time, and scourge the money changers from 
their sacred temple. 

You may be chosen to public office. Do n?2 
shrink from it, for holding office 1s also a duty of 
citizenship. But do not leave your faith behind 
rou. Every public office, smail or creat, is held 
in trust for your fellow citizens. They differ in 
importance, in responsibility and in the labor 
they impose; but the duties of none of them can 
be well performed if the mentorship of a guod 
conscience and pure heart be discarded. Of 
course, other equipment is necessary, but with- 
out this mentorship all else is insufficient. In 
times of gravest reagpongibility it will solve your 
difficuities; in the most frying hour it will lead 
you out of perplexities, and it will at all times 
deliver you from temptation

Polk is square out for independent action, 
and says there are not enough people in the 
United States to prevent this body from de- 
claringitself. Powderly, who has been wary 
and cautious heretofore,now comes out for the 
independent action, and saysthe Knights of 
Labor will go with the farmersto the end of 
the furrow. 

General Weaver and Ignatius Donnelly 
were aruong the first to go into the peopie’s 
party, and this is a day of triumph for them. 
Jerry Simpson is happy, too, and the western 
deicgates are boiling with enthusiasin. 

The South in the Majority. 

The only conservative element is from the 
south. The representative southern alliance- 
men are, almost to aman, opposed to going 
into tha wilderness to follow an ignas fatuus 
when the triamph of their old party is already 
fin sight. Though they represent the great 
mass of voters back of this convention, 
they are hopelessly in the minority 
for the numerical superiority of the Farmers’ 
Alliance has been overcome here by giving 
twenty-five aglitional delegates to each or- 
ganization. This leaves the western alliance- 
men and the Knights of Labor to carry out 
their own sweet will, and this they are doing 
with alacrity.

Jacksonian Democracy. 

The phrases “Jeffersonian democracy” 
and ‘‘Jacksonian democracy” are glibly rat- 
tled off by many who understand them only 
in a vague way. 

Both Jetferson and Jackson agreed In at

But 
when the laws undertake to add to these 
natural and just advantages, artificial dis- 
tinctions; to grant titles, gratuities and 
exclusive privileges; to make the rich richer 
and the potent more powerful, the humble 
members of society, the farmers, mechanics 
and laborers who have neither the time nor 
the means of securing like favors to them- 
selves, have aright te complain of the in- 
justice of their government.’’ 

This is just as good democratic doctrine 
today as it was fifty years ago. Old Hick- 
ory’s ringing words still find an echo in the 
hearts of the people, and they live again 
upon the lips of David Bennett Hill! 


A. History of theeMexican War. 

A complete and reliable history of the 
Mexican war has long been desired by the 
reading public, and if we are not mistaken 
the _recently published work written by 
General Cadmus M. Wilcox, edited by his 
niece, Miss Mary Rachel Wilcox, and 
printed by the Church News. Publishing 
Company, of Washington, will be accepted 
as a standard authority. 

General Wilcox was a gallant confederate, 
and won fame in our civil war, as well as in 
the trouble with Mexico. While he gives a 
straightforward narrative, he indulges in 
very little criticism or speculation. He 
states his facts, fortifies himself with official 
statistics and documents, and leaves his 
readers to form their own opinions. He 
starts with the annexation of Texas, ex- 
plains the issues leading to the war with 
Mexico, and then describes the marches, 
battles and sieges, and the results following 
our conquests, 

The book has numerous handsome illus- 
trations, and contains full rosters of the 
army, volunteer and naval officers serving in 
the war. Itisthe simple, graphic story of 
a soldier who witnessed most of the scenes 
described, and the general verdict will be 
that it is a valuable contribution to our his- 
torical literature. 


Village Farming. 

In the report of Dr. White’s address to 
the farmers at Newnan recently, there ap- 
peared a short interview in which he ex- 
pressed the opinion that village farming will 
do much to supply the social opportunities 
which are now lacking in the agricultural 
districts. This is the experience of older 
countries, and in time America will, no 
doubt come to the same system. The reflux 
of population from overcrowded cities to the 
rural districts will be likely to take that 
form. 

General Booth’s great movement for col- 
onizing the surplus inhabitants of cities on- 
farms is the natural remedy for the conges- 
tion of population. It can do no harm to 
take people from the cities to the country, 
for the more the rural districts flourish the 
more the towns and cities will grow. Trade 
will rest upon a broader and better basis 
than ever, and manufactures will be sup- 
ported by a larger purchasing power among 
the masses. 

Educational facilities and social opportu- 
nities are the things most lacking in country 
life, and both are within easy reach of a 
village of 500 people. Every such village 
has its schools, churches and stores, and 
may as weil have daily mail and telephone 
connection with the nearest city. Mr. 
Bookwalter, a public-spirited milliohaire of 
Springfield, O., has turned his attention to 
the possibilities of village farming, and pro-, 
poses to demonstrate themeby actual experi- 
meut. His planis a medification of she 
cummunal system of European countries, 
and has manifest advantages. The peasants 
of Alsace-Lorraine locate thgir villages on 
the highway, and there the farmers of a 


large district haye their cottages clustered 


a) sare. 


| together. The tract is divided into long 


strips running out from the village, and 
each farmer takes a strip and cultivates it. 
Each one, by that plan, must go to the 
farther end of the tract.’ 

Mr. Bookwalter’s plan is to take a tract 
of land five miles square and divide it into 
farms cf 160 acres each, or four on every 
square mile. There will be 100 farnis in the 
tract, and 100 farmers with their families 
will settle in a village in the center of the 
land, If the corporation line has a radius 
of half a mile, it will be only two miles from 
the village tothe farthest farm, and less 
than that to most of them. 
distance of the farm will be little over a mile 
from the village. The farmers will go out 
early in the morning and return at night to 
their homes, where they will be in a town 
of 500 people, with all the advantages that 
such a location implies. The blacksmith 
shop, the stores, the butchers, the bakers, 
the postoflice, the library, the school and 
the church will be within easy reach, and in 
addition to that the telephone wires will put 
the people in touch with the. nearest city, 
forty, fifty, oreven a hundred miles away, 
The boys will ehange their  copperas 
breeches for better ones and go to 
some neighboring sociable, concert or 
lecture. The good people will enjoy 
the same. church privileges they 
will have in a city, and the farmers’ wives 
will be able to do some visiting without 
taking all day about it, 

Country people who live on isolated farms 
find it hard: to get fresh meat in convenient 
quantity. It is not practicable to kill a beef 
for one family, and they must take it to 
town to sell, and must get from the town 
butcher the beef they consume, In the vil- 
lage system they would always have fresh 
meat on short notice, and would also have 
ready sale for their cattle and farm pro- 
duce. The opportunity for selling it would 
stimulate the poultry and dairy industriea, 
and many farm products that are neglected 
would be utilized profitably. 

Ina country where savages are so humer- 
ous, Village farming is especially desirable. 
In some counties of Georgia prudent men 
are unwilling to leave their families in the 
country fora moment without the protection 
of the husband and father. There would 
be less constraint of this kind in villages.

Dilworth Choate is remembered by many people 
in Georgia. A few years ago he was employed on 
THE CONSTITUTION. Afterwards he was connected 
with the Savannah papers, and forsome time was 
city editor of The Times of that city. About 1885, 
he left the Forest City and finally by way of Hot 
Springs and Chicago, reached New York. He was 
soon on The World’s staff reporting the courts.

“Oh, ploase get me back my baby!” 

It was a young woman who made this earn- 
est appeal yesterday. 

Her name was Sallie Goodwin, and tears 
flowed down her cheeks as she begged piteously 
for the recovery of her child.

1810 it had moved south to a point forty miles 
northwest of Washington. In 1820, it was 
at Woodstock, Va. In 1830 it was at Moore- 
field, W. Va. In 1840 it was sixteen miles 
south of Clarksburg, W. Va. In 1850 it was 
near Parkersburg, W. Va. In 1860 it was 
twenty miles south of Chillicothe. In 1870 it 
was forty-eight miles east of Cincinnati. In 
1880 it was eight miles west of Cincinnati, and 
it is now'|twenty miles east of Columbus, Ind. 
Since 1890 the center of population has been 
moving steadily toward Chicago.

were exhausted. 

The Jampoon was read with intense inter- 
est by the poonle at home, in business houses, 
on the stree’s and in hotels. Ladies in car- 
riages wore seen riding through the streets, 
carefully perus.ng the poem. 

Tonight a copy of the poem is in the hands 
of nearly every one in the city. 

The reply of Mr. Bayne is considered a 
handsome effort, and the editor has been con- 
gra ula‘ed by his friends and many who sought 
his acquaintance. Hois the tirst who has had the 
courage to reply to the excoriations made by 

‘r Wadsworth against society, the press, 
theater aud many other socia! features. 

The Offencdiug Editorial. 

The eccentric character of Wadsworth’s 
germons evoked an editorial from The Chron- 
icle of Sunday, February 7th, underthe head 
of “A Lay Sermon.”’ The editorial was as 
follows: 

Thouch I speak with the tongue of men and of 
angels, and Lave not charity, I am-become as 
gounding brass or a tinkling cymbal.—I Cor. 
Xu, 1. 

Parhaps it would not be amissgon this Sabbath 
morning to pause for a moment and reflect on the 
great law of chearitv. The ultimate salvation of 
the inmortal soulis unquestionably the desiaera- 
tum of every rational being whose judgment has 
not been wirped, whose heart has not .been cor- 
rupted, to -uch a degree as to render unavailing 
all appeals to his hizher and nobler nature. The 
most effective and expeditious means of attaining 
this end Is necessarily an important point, and 
one caliing torth infinite care and consideration, 
gince to ¢rrin so vital a proceeding is to err in- 
decd. Hut of this,it S°ems, we may be assured: 
Acrimony and vitnperation win no souls to the 
Prince of Peace. Reason and experience bear 
abundant testumony to the cogency ot this propo- 
Bition, and nothing could be more paradoxical 
tlian to deny it. 

A|l of us, we are told, were born in sin, and the 
avarice, vindictiveness and sensuality which sur- 
round us continusily make sin more scariet still, 
Hence it is through no merit of our own, but only 
through the intinite love and mercy of that Re- 
deemer whose compassion led Him to die for His 
erring youn.er brothers, that we can ever hope to 
gainimmortal life. How are we taught to look 
upon that Red-emer? Did He come with anger 
in His heart and maiedictions upon His lips, or 
did iie come with His great bosom swelling in 
pity ani loving kindness and implore the 
wandering souls to return and_ receive 
the rich beaecfactions which belong to 
the righteous? Did He awaken resentinent 
by rev.lincg, or did He bring repentance by tender- 
ness and forgiveness? Did He stand upon Olym- 
pus and hur! the thunders of execration, or did He 
stand upon Olivet and weep over Jerusaiem? Did 
He scornand rebuke His unstable followers, or 
did He supplicate for mercy towards the unmerci- 
ful who inurdered Him? Did He open the door 
of sin’s charnal putrifaction to contaminate with 
contacion all the sweetness and beauty of life, or 
did He pieadingly point to the golden city, where 
the amaranths zrow beside the lhving waters that 
fo. forever through the gardens of gladness? 

His serinon on the mount was one of blessing 
and promise as he enunciated the code of kindness 
given by One who pitied man “like a father pity- 
eth his children.’ 

“Though I speak with the tongue of men and 
of ance!s, and have not charity, lam become as 
Boundinz brass or a tinkling cymbal.” Those 
who minister in the te:mples of the Most High 
would do well to bear the spirit of this text in 
Mind, “giving,” as St. Panl says, “no offense in 
anything, that the ministry be not blamed.” 

Perhaps the beam of un-Christian rancor is as 
great es the mote of trivohty. Perhaps the beam 
of “false witness against a neighbor’’ will meéas- 
ure with thie mote of weakness. 

Sweet spirit of charity! May its gentle and re- 
claiming influence dwell deep in the hearts of 
man, consoling, convicting, purifying and exalt- 
ing. May it tuke the frai! and fallen bythe hand 
and lead themto the Father, who “shall wipe 
Away alite:rsfrom their eyes,’’ and when the 
archangel shall “stand with one foot upon the 
land and the other upon the sea’ proclaiming in 
deep diapasons that ‘‘time shall be no more,”’ God 
grant that intheir meekness and mercy having 
blessed those who reviled them and despitefully 
used them, they may gather around the great 
white throne and join in anthems of adulation be- 
fore tue Christ of Charity. 

sunday Night’s Development. 

It chanced that the author cf this editorial 
was Mr. Charies J. Bayne, a member of Wads- 
worth’s church, and that he was in his accus- 
tomed pew on Sunday night, It chanoed that 
Wadswerth’s ire was aroused. His yitupera- 
tion, directed against Bayne, was well under- 
stood. When Mr. Wadsworth concluded, and 
Bayne aunouuced that he would bave his an- 
Swer ready today, the scene more resembled 
that of a political gathering than a relicious 
Bervice. 

All day the excitement grow, until the poem 
was issued.

He Will Plead Guilty, Receive His Sen- 


tence and Petition for Pardon. 


POLITICAL INFLUENCES AT WORK, 


A Moonshiner’s Joy—An Interesting Case 
Between a South Carolina Bank and 
a Griffin Company. 


The Emmet B. Staniey case is attracting a 
great deal of attention. 

Stanley’s decision to plead guilty, get the 
lightest possible sentence, and then petition the 
president for a pardon, makes the case one of 
more. than ordinary interest. The probable 
result of such a course is much discussed, as 
it is an unusual departure from the regular 
channels of securing relief from punishment. 

Stanley, so it is stated by those supposed to 
know, will plead guilty to the charge of em- 
bez#fement when arraigned before Judge 
Newman, and ask the mercy of the court. In 
consideration of his ill health, the public 
sentiment in his favor, that all the money has 
been refunded, and his open confession of 
guilt, he expects to receive a light sentence; 
and in all probability will. 

His friends will have a strong petition, 
signed by citizens, setting forth all the exten- 
uating circumstances in the case, which will 
be presented to President Harrison, praying 
executive clemecy and an immediate and ab- 
solute pardon. ’ 

To this will probably be added a special pe- 
tition from leading republicans and men in 
touch with the administration. Stanley was 
popular with the republicans and administra- 
tion officials before his trouble, and there are 
still many of them with influence who will use 
itin his favor. 

Will President Harrison grant the pardon? 

The prevailing opinion is that he will It 
is bolieved that,with a strong citizens’ petition 
and the influence of Stanley’s political friends 
the president will have no hesitancy in 
siguing the pardon. This seems about the 
only loop-hole through which Stanley can slip 
out of the walls of the Columbus penitentiary, 
and he and his friends will strain it to its ut- 
most capacity. 

The case is exciting a great deal of discus- 
sion andcomment. Thedateof the trial of 
the case has not yet been named. 

He Was Happy. 

The happiest man that has been in Atlanta 
for a long time left for his homein the rural 
regions of Fannin county yesterday afternoon. 

It was Robert C. Banks, an old and frequent 
violater of the internal revenue laws. Last 
October Banks was arraigned before a United 
States commissioner and placed under bond 
for illicit distilling. He skipped his bond and 
was not heard of for some time: Several weeks 
ago he was taken very ill with typhoid pnen 
monia and narrowly escaped death. 

During hisillness a United States 
located him, and when he was able to 
he was brought back to Atlanta on a bench 
warrant. So seriously was he affected by his 
illness that instead of improving he seemed to 
grow worse. 

Yesterday he was taken into the United 
States court and, out of sympathy for him, his 
caso was postponed. He was so overjoyed 
at his release that he made the hal!s and lob- 
bies of the federal building fairly ring. with 
shouts of joy. 

Verdict for Piaintiff. 

The case of the Edgefield National bank, of 
Edgefield, S. C., against the Alliance Co-Opera- 
tive Manufacturing Company, of Griffin, was 
concluded in the United States court yesterday 
by the rendéring of a verdict for §520 for the 
plaintiff. 

The case is one involving some. intoresting 
features of Jaw, and it will pfobably be ap- 
vealed and carried before United States Circuit 

udge Pardee, at New Orleans. 

The Aliiance Co-Operative Manufacturing 
Company, of Griftin, boughta lot of machin- 
ery, tor which they gave their notes in negotia- 
ble form. After the arrival of the machinery 
the Griftin company concluded not to receive 
it for some reasons, and so notified the firm of 
which ithad been purchased. In the mean- 
time, however, the machinery firm had ne- 
gotiated the notes and received their face 
value, less the discount in money and credit, 
from the Edgefield National bank. The ma- 
chinery was returned fo the firm from which it 
was bought. 

The purchasers demanded the return of 
their notes, which had been given in payment. 
The Edgefield bank's pari in the affair involved 
itin the lawsuit that has been pending in the 
United States court here.

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WHERE IS O'BRYAN? 


A DeKalb County School Teacher Dis- 
appears 


AND TWO MEN ARE ARRESTED. 


He Leaves Home and Is Traced to Atlanta. 
but Nothing Can Bs Heard. 
The Men Released. 


CrarKston, Ga, February 22.—{Special.) 
Professor O’Bryan, who has been doing the 
pedagogue act in the Browning district, three 
miies from here for several months past, has 
most mysteriously disappeared. 

And all DeKalb county is now making a 
thorough search—some for the dead body, 
others forthe demented man roaming over 
the hills and through the forests. 

But while that search has been going on 
most vigorously and energetically two of the 
most prominent and widely known men in the 
district havo been under arrest, a heavy cloud 
of suspicion hanging over their heads which 
will only be dispelledin the minds of some 
when O'Bryan again comes to life among his 
old friendsand associates who are noW anx- 
10usly looking for him. 

But while O’ Bryan has friends full of solicit- 
ous feeling for him, the two men who were 
arrested have friends equally loyal who are 
indiguant at the accusations made against 
them, ar.d will work indefatigably to scatter 
the suspic on which caused the arrest. 

Last year O’Bryan made his appearance in 
the Browning district. He was a man of 
pleasant, easy address, and carried with hima 
large bundie of letters enthusiastically en- 
dorsing his qualifications as a_ teacher 
and his qualities of -a gentleman. 
The district is one of the best, edu- 
caticnally, in DeKalb county, and O’Bryan 
had no troub'e whatever in securing a big 
school. Before the close of the first week of 
the term he had won the love of every pupil 
and the estcemrand confidence of every patron. 

Near the schcolhouse and among O’ Bryan's 
patrons was one of the oldest and most.success- 

‘ful planters of the county, Mr. John Brownlee, 
who has attained sixty years and a fair fortune 
of the wor!d's goods.- With Brownlee,O’ Bryan 
securred board, and from the Brownlee house 
the pedagogue walked to his school every 
morning. ' 

O'Bryan proved a saver of money and a good 
trader, as well as a good teacher, and about 
the first of the year rented a_plantation a mile 
_andahalf from the Brownlee household. On 

the plantation were two houses, and into one 
of these he moved a man named Johnson, who 
was to oversee for him. Into the other house 
he moved himself, taking his trunk and al] 
his wearing apparel from Brownlee’s. The 
rented plantation was nearer the school than 
Brownlee’s home, and during the school days 
of the week O’ Bryan boarded with his tenants. 
Every Friday afternoon, however, O’ Bryan 
went to Brownlee’s, where he remained uatil 
‘Monday. 

O’ Bryan owned among other things a horse 
and buggy, which he usually kept wherever 
he stopped. On Friday, February 5th, how- 
ever, the horse and buggy were at Brown!ee’s, 
and that afternoon, in compliance with an 
understanding, Brownlee drove to the school- 
house for O'Bryan. School had just been dis- 
missed when the old planter drove up, and 
O’Brsav, without losing any time, got 
into the buggy, and, taking the 
lines from Brownlee, started home 
On the way home O’Bryan said nothing in- 
dicating his intention to leave the Brownlee’s 
before Monday. Old man Brownlee took the 

- horse from the shafts and stabled him, while 
O’Bryan went into the house. Supper, the 
evening talk around the old hearth filled with 
brightly burning logs, and their drooping eye- 
lids followed until some one of the family 
prepared the light for O’ Bryan’s bedroom. 

‘Don’t do that,’ said O’Bryan, as the 
match was applied to the tallow dip. ‘I must 
go home tonight.” 

O’Bryan had never left the louse before 
after dark, and overy one was surprised at bis 
remark. 

‘It’s too late, professor,’’ said Brownlee. 
“You can’t gotonight. The roads are too bad 
and you must stay.’’ 

“But I must go. I have some writing to do 
tonight,”’ he answered. ‘‘Then, too, I’ve got 
to goto Atlanta earlyin the morning and be 
back to Decatur at noon to attend an educa- 
tional convention. So, Mr. Brownlee, if you'll 
help me, we’!ll] go and hitch up my horse.”’ 

Mr. Brownlee would not allow O’ Bryan to 
leave the house, but went alone to the stable 
and hitched the horse. The buggy was pulled 
to the front door, and O’Bryan got in and 
drove away. 

That’s the last ever seen of O'Bryan in 
Browning district. 

Early Saturday morning O’Bryan’s horse 
and buggy were left at Mr. Laird’s livery 
siable in Decatur. 

But whether or not it was left there by 
O’ Bryan has not yet been established. 

Several hours after the horse and buggy 
were left twomen called at the stable and, 

‘representing tothe man in charge that they 
had a right to the rig, took it away. 

Monday when scliool hours rolled around 
O’Lryan’s forty or fifty pupils gathered upon 
the playground about the school, but the pro- 
fessor did not show up. AJl that morning the 
children enjoyed themselves, but avlen the 
noon hour came and went by and their teacher 
stil! remained away, the novelty wore away 
aud the scliolars begin starting home. 

Nothing like that bad ever happened in 
O’ Bryan's schoc] before, and when the patrons 
heard of it from their children they were sur- 
prised. 

Tuesday it was the same, and the surprise 
Was augmented, e 

Wednesday morning several patrons went 
to the building with their children, and, after 
waiting quite a while on O’ Bryan, went home 
thinking strange thoughts about the professor. 

Before the woek was out the school was 
virtually abandoned and everybody was won- 
dering why O’Bryan bad gone away. 

Only ono man, however, was really trying 
to ascertain why O’Bryan had not materia). 
ized. 

That man was Preston Chewning to whom 
O’ Bryan owed $105. 

Mr. Chewning didn’t care to lose 
money, aud began a caréful investigation. 

It was he who ascertained what bad trans- 
piredg at the Brownlee home that Friday night, 
and it was from Mr. Brownlee that he heard. 
Weaving along with that thread, Mr. Chew- 
ning learned that O’Bryan had been talking 
of going to Marietta to buy some mules. There 
he found out that O’Bryan, on Saturday morn- 
ing,.\bad-driven to Decatur,’ where he took 
the train for Atlanta. Pusbing his investiga- 
tion, Mr. Chewning acquired positive informa- 
tion that O’Bryan had been seen that same 
Saturday in Atlanta and that Squire Brysome, 
of Gwinnett county, had cenpversed with bim 
near the Kimball. 

But from that point all trace was absolutely 
lost of O’ Bryan. 

Mr. Chewniug went to Decatur again, hoping 
to secure a clue, and began at the livery stable 
where the horse and buggy had been left. It 
was then he ascertained that two men had 
called on that same Saturday, and had taken 
the horse and buggy away. .

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NEW YORK’S YOTE. 


An Analysts of the Voting of Twenty- 
Five Yoars, 


SHOWING THE DEMCURATIC STRENGTH. 


Cleveland Was Not Able to Call 
It Out, od 


WHILE MR. HILL ALWAYS SUCCEEDED, 


An Interesting Story Showing ihe Drift of 
Sentimentiu the Hmpire State and 
W ho Controlled It. 


Wasuinaron, February  21.—[Special.])— 
Farly in the present’ year The New York 
World interviewed the members of the New 
York legislature as to their choice of candi- 
dates for president. The reply of one genile- 
man, a (democratic state senator, is so perti- 
pent that I quote it, as it serves for an ad- 
mirable text: “My persona! preferences,’’ said 
he, “however pronounced they might be, 
would ba finally intiuenced solely by cold- 
blooded political conditions. It is a cold- 
blooded this selecting a can- 
didate.”’ 

Tie merits—personal and political—of a 
candidate for the presidential nomination are 
no more the subject of controversy amofhig 
practical peope than his chances of securing 
the necessary nuinber of votes should he be 
the parte candidate. he newspaper, which 
at St. Louis in 1576, flung this legend to the 
breeze: ‘‘For President—The Man Who Can 
Win; For Vice President—The Man Who Can 
Help Hiin Win,” had a thorough application 
of the sort of ticket a shrewd and 
capabie political party presents to the 
conntre. It being taken for granted that the 
nominee of the democratic party will be per- 
sonally and politically unexceptionab'e, who- 
ever he may be, the question to be decided is: 
“Can he be elected ??’ 

The southorn stares, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey and Indiana cast a majority of the 
electoral votes. Inthe last four presidential 
electious New York he'd tie balance of power, 
going with usin 1876 and 1884 and against us 
in is80 and She holds the same position 
now that she !:as so held. <As her 36 
electors, Chosen next November shall be demo- 
crats or repul:l:cans, so will the next president 
be a damocrat cr reps dlican. Wiseacres who 
assert the contrary speak reverently of ‘‘demo- 
cratic Aiassachusetts,”’ and amuse themselves 
reckouing up democratic majorities in New 
Hampshire and Rhode Isiand. Whryit is that 
in the last four centests the other states looked 
on whiie New York made a president, is anin- 
teresting question, but itis. not-worth while 
discussing it now. The situation will not 
change this vear, no matter hoy wmuch the 
mostofusdishkeit,asI believe we do thor- 
Oughiy. 

One bad thing about this whole business is— 
and which causes so much difference of 
Opinion—that no one can tell with absolute 
ceriainty what sort of aracea candida‘e will 
make until he run3 it, and then, unfortu- 
nate'y, there is no mode of correcting mis- 
takes, ifany have been comnntted. The only 
way todoistolightthe lamp of experience, 
and, judging the future by the past—if there 
is any past available—make the best use of 
one’s judginent in preparing for the future. 
This is all that any one can do, and it is all 
that I, not being a prophet, or near kin to one, 
siiail attempt to do. 

The democrats of New York nominated 
Grover Cleveland for governor in 1882. Gen- 
eral Henry W. Slocu:n and Hon. Roswell P. 
Fiower had together about five-sixths of the 
delegates, bat their forces were so equally 
divided that neither could win, so Mr. Cleve- 
Jand, then mavor of Buffalo was selected. 
His majority at the polls was over 
192,00, the enormous excess being due 
to republican <dissensions, on account of 
Which overa fourth of the party refused to 
vole. 

He was nominated for president in 1854 and 
carried New York by 1,047 plurality over 
Blaine in a total vote of nearly 1,200,000. 
While this scanty plurality was as effectual as 
if it had been 50,600, it did not show that the 
state was democratic with Cleveland as a can- 
didate. Moreover, as it was not disputed that 
Frepublicans voted for, while democrats voted 
against, Cleveland, there, was much|zround for 
alrarguinent tlat he lost more democrats than 
he gained republicans. This was, to some ex- 
tent, a matter of conjecture, as there was no 
State ticketinthe field with which to make 
COMM par:sous. 

He was inaugurated in March, 1885, and in 
November, i858, three years and eight months 
later, he Was again voted for. He lost New 
York by over 14,000 votes. This time there 
Was a State ticket, there being chosen the same 
day a governor, lieutenant governor and 
juige of tke court of appeals. The 
democratic candidates were successful, their 
pluralitics being: Governor David B. Hill 
19,171, Lieutenant Governor Edward F. 
Jones, 22,254, and Judge John C. Gray, 6,425. 
Atthis, as well as at the former election, 
republicans supported Cleveland who 
opposed the democratic state ticket, but 
these were offset, and it is believed more than 
offset by democrats who voted the state ticket 
and not for Cleveland. The latter, who 
bravely carried the state in 1884, lost it, after 
being three anda half years president, by a 
su bstantial plurality in 1888, though the three 
other democrats, the same day voied for, were 
elected. This is the fact. 

Some of Cleveland's friends insist that the 
su} porters of tie democratic state ticket, and 
notably for Governor Hill, voted for Harrison 
in exchange for republican votes for Hill. If 
this was true, pertinent comment would seem 
to be that democrats who did such a thing 
once would be perfectly willing to do it over 
again as effectively for the same candidate.

Uvery one of the thirty-one successful dem- 
ocrats since January, 1885-—-to co back no far- 
ther—obtained more than the party vote when 
he won, or else Grover Cleveland received less 
than the. party vote in 1888 when he Jost. 
Either Cieve'and wasthe ra’e and all these 
various candidates’ for governor, lieutenant 
governor, judge, secretary Oi stato, treasurer, 
attorney veneral,and so on, were exceptions, 
or they were the rule, and Cleveland the one 
solitary exception. As an excepiion is sup- 
posed to be something left out of the opera- 
tion of a general seems 
irresist'blo that the general rule of democratic 
victories ina democratic state applied when 
tiese ilirty-one geutiemen were elected, and 
that it didn’t work when 
defeated. 

The statement is ~. occasionally made 
that Cleveland was defeated in New York 
city, and again that the mishap occurred in 
Brooklyn. The reiurns show that neither as- 
sertiomistrue. If he had ran as well as Gov- 
ernor Hillin the five counties south of the 
river he would still have been behind Warri- 
son in the state. 

Cleveland was beaten in the Gilty-five coun- 
tes north of the Harlem river. He coutd not 
keep the republican b:ajority in these counties 
Within any reasouab'e limit. Harrison’s ma- 
jority in this section was iarger than any ra- 
publican ever received in the state of New 
York. It was more than 6,000 larger than 
Grant got in his one-sided race against 
Greeley, which wasitself a figura so amazing 
that no republican everexpectod to reach it, 
and no one is likely tohave it again for the 
next twenty-tlive years, ifever. No democrat 
who ever ran for oftice in New York fared so 
badiy as did Cleveland in 1888 in the country 
counties. 

On the other hand, the majority against 
Hil! in the country was not quite 4,000 larger 
than the majority against Cleveland in 1854, 
while his majority below the river was over 
22,000 more than Cleveland’s in 1834. Take 
away the MHarrison-Cleveland vote and 
it would never occur to any one 
that Hill’s vote and majority were 
anything but normal. 

A cursory exa:mination of the 1888 returns 
show that both Governor hill and Lieutenant 
Governor Jones ran ahead of President Cleve- 
land in four-fifths of the counties.of the state.

(governor) 1889, 1890, (congressiman)or 1891. 

Is not theweight of evidence—these ‘‘coid- 
blooded” figures—decidedly against the 
popularity of Cleveland = in New 
York? May we not go farther 
and say that these official figures are 
consistent with his personal unpopularity in 
New York—the one state which must be 
democratic—and inconsistent with any other 
reasonable hypothesis? Is not his want of 
popularity proven beyond a reasonable doubt? 

He barely won in 1884. With the prestige 
and patronage of the presidential oftlice he Jost 
in 1888. 
home justifies the belief that he is much 
weaker proportionately in 19/2 than he was in 
1888, and that the majority against him in 
New York this year would be much larger 
than it was four years ago, should the demo- 
cratic party, in its unwisdom, make him acan- 
didate for the third time.

‘Ple idea of getting up a picture of this im- 
portant battle was conceived by Mr. Theodore 
Mavis, who was atthe time of the battle a 
spec:al correspondent and artist for Harper's. 
He was with Sherman in his march through 
Georgia and drew his painting manly 
from sketehes made at the  tima. 
In 1884 he engaged Professors Lohr, 
Lorens- and Hayney, all of Le psic, 
Germany.

A Confcderate Victory. 


There is one feature of this painting that 
alone will make it more interesting to south- 
ernors than any other one in existence, and 
thatis, itis a battle in which the confederate 
soldiers aro shown in the moment of victory. 
It gives justice to the southern yalor that was 
ever shown in the face of the enewy, 
#@ As you emerge from the stairs you 
fied back a quarter of a century. One can 
alinost hear the shrick of shot, bursting of 
shells and of clashing blades; so realistic are 
the horses that youexpect at any momen? to 
hear their death cries. 

Glimpses of Atlanta Then. 

Beginning at the Georgia railroad on the 
west the visitor waiks around to the right and 
sees just beyond Edgewood the spire of the 
Second Baptist church and Markham rolling 
mnills and a generat view of the city as it was 
then. In the center are Hardee and his men, 
They stretch in a long line over to 
where Captain Howell’s famous battery 
stand; he is supported Ly Anderson, of Haw- 
kinsville with his battery. 

In the foreground is De Gress’s battery, 
which the shouting “rebs’’ have captured and 
turned against its late owners, Near by is the 
old Iurt place, around which is Mercer’s 
corps, sent by Logan to try to recover tie lost 
guns. They are led by General Manago, ona 
powerful bay horse, that prances and rears as 
the ‘‘rebel yell” strikes his ears. They made 
several desperate efforts to recapture their 
guus, but were finally driven off. 

Next comes Logan, who has just succeeded 
McPherson, on a black horse.

High 
up in the air are the shells bursting, and off to 
the leit are seen the batteries firing them. 
Across the railroad track is General A. J. 
Lightburn making a short talk to his men be- 
fore coming into action. In frout of them are 
several brigades of federals in hopeless con- 
fusion. They are running away from the 
impetuous chargé of Hardee’s men. One of

is tho charge of John C. Brown’s brigade 
across the open field of Bald hill. They are 
runuing right up to the muzzies of Leg- 
gett’s division, who are securely entrenched 
behind a-line of splendidly made breastworks, 
besides having a iringe of very thick woods to 
fall back on.
